NATIONAL OREDIT. 


WHAT REPUDIATION OF DEBT 
WOULD MEAN. 
(From OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
DUNDALK, Sunday. 

Mr. Peter Hughes, Minister for Defence, 
opened his campaign in Louth to-day at a 
meeting in Knockbridge, when he declared 
that the ‘Government had no apologies to 
make for their work, and no promises of 
wonderful things in the future. They were 
prepared to be judged on their record, con- 
fident that no othér set of men would have 
done so well for the country. 

Mr. de Valera and his party would tell 
them that they would repudiate the Govern- 
ment’s debts, and in the same voice tell them 
that they would borrow £50,000,000 to deve- 
lop the country, The people who renounced 
the debts contracted upon the credit of the 
nation would not get fifty pence, never mind 
fifty million pounds. The man or the nation 
who repudiated debts would have no further 
credit. 

It was complained that taxation was a. 
He agreed, but was it to be brought down by 
the scrapping of the services which everybody 
enjoyed’? Of the £23,000,000 to be raised 
under the Budget only £3,000,000 went for 
services that were not directly for the benefit 
of the people. The rest went back in educa- 
tion and such matters. The Opposition par- 
ties often urged that the whole land of the 
country should be taken over and divided at 
once, but that could not be done. The condi- 
tions had to be examined, because the Govern- 
ment ‘were not going to buy a pig in a poke. 

. THE ARMY. 

They were told that the department with 
which he was concerned mis-spent money, 
and that the army should be scrapped. His 
reply was-—‘‘ Scrap the army if you will, but 
if you do you will be sorry for it.” Such an 
experiment had been tried before when 
Grattan’s Volunteers were scrapped, and in 
three years the English were back in the 
country. A-.lot of people who wanted the army 
and the police scrapped were only waiting for 
another chance to kick up another shine, and 
some of them would be delighted to bring 
the British back if they could. The Army 
was the only security they had to enable 
them to live in peace at home. They had had 
enough trouble for the last six or seven years, 
and few people wanted any more of it. 

There might be some people who would like 
to have another round for the purpose of 
saving their faces or for showing their form, 
but the sensible people of the country did 
not want another round, and believed that the 
present generation had done enough, 

The Government realised that the farmers 
had had a bad time, but that was not their 
fault. They were endeavouring to help the 
farmers by the passing of the Agricultura! 
Credit Bill, under which people would get 
Jong-term loans for: cattle buying, house- 
building, or the =e of seeds or manures. 
He did not want the impression to go abroad 
that any fellow who said that he wanted a 
£10 note or a £20 note would get it, but the 
decent man who could give security would 
get a chance that the banks never gave him 
mm the past. 

Captain Redmond had on many occasions 
left the Dail rather than vote for amendments 
introduced for the good of the country, be- 
cause they were sponsored by the Govern- 
ment. Captain Redmond was simply trading 
on the name of his illustrious father. but he 
was not going lo cut any ice, A man must 
stand in his own shoes, as the son of Daniel 
’Connell found years ago when he tried to 


do the Whig. 
TAXATION, 

The taxation per head had been reduced 
from £10 12s. in 1921 to £6 10s. in the pre- 
sent year, and that had been done although 
they had had a civil war, and were giving 
bigger grants back to the people. In Louth 
alone there was an expenditure of £123,000 
authorised for roads. 

Dealing with emigration, he said that it 
was pitiable to see so many people running 
from the country. If the people fulfilled their 
duty in buying home-made goods there would 
be no necessity for men all wotaed to fly the 
country.

FREE STATE’S CREDIT. 
SShaeaeh i YEAR 


MINISTER’S REJOINDER TO 
GOVERNMENT’S CRITICS, 
Speaking at a meeting of Clare Cumann 
na nGaedhea! yesterday, Mr, Desmond Witz- 
gerald, Minister for External Affairs, said 
that Irish taxation was actually £20,215,000, 
but the Government had other sources of 
revenue amounting to about three and three- 
quarter millions, When a man gets up and 
says—*' You are taxed thirty millions a year,’ 
he is just not telling the truth. When he 
says that vou are taxed twenty-three millions, 
he is treating every twopence you pay to post 
a letter and every shilling you pay to send a 
telegram as tax. The Government intended 
to spend considerably more than twenty 
millions, because it intended to borrow money 

for capital outlay. 

‘Our opponents.’’ he proceeded, “ have the 
habit of lumping together all that is spent on 
capital ontlay. This is just like saying to 
a man who has bought a farm for £2,000: 

“That is an absolute failure: your out- 
goings are £2,000, and your earnings are nil.’ 
But the farmer might reply—‘It is true I 
have spent £2,000: but I considered the 
matter carefully, and am well assured that in 
the coming years I shall be able to pav my 
way, keen my family, and over a period get 
back the £2,000 I have paid, in addition.’ 
In the same way, the Government is paying 
£5.200,000 for the Shannon scheme; but it 
does not pay that out of taxation. It does 
not regard that as part of the cost of running 
the country. It regards it as a capital ex- 
penditare, the fruits of which will pay back 
the initial cost, and, at the same time, give 
electrical power to people at a cheaper rate 
than they can get it for now; and, inci- 
dentally, will save the country vast sums 
that it would otherwise pay for English coal. 

COST OF THE ARMY. 

“In the same way, the high cost of the 
Army, which in one year cost ten millions, 
was a capital outlay in overcoming the armed 
bullies who were working destruction in all 
parts of the country, and restoring the condi- 
tion wherein the people could go about their 
daily work jn peace and-Safety. The Army 
expenditure was incurred to allow the country 
once more to be productive. Such capital 
outlay should not, and is not, paid for out 
of taxation. 

“1 do not treat non-tax revenue as taxa- 
tion; because when our opponents include it 
in their taxation figures the people do not un- 
derstand those figures to include the money 
rams.

WATERFORD. 


MR. WALSH AND FOSTERING 
OF INDUSTRIES. 


At a meeting of supporters of the Govern- 
ment Party at the Town Hall, Waterford, 
last Saturday night, Mr. J. J. Walsh said 
that he would ask the people of Waterford to 
see to it that their city and county was re- 
resented in the only party that counted. 
rr the past four vears the voice of 
Waterford had not been heard in the ranks 
oi the Government Party, but now he hoped 
that they would return Dr. White and Mr. 
Daly triumphant to the Dail. 

At present they were almost solely depen- 
dent on agriculture, and because of that de- 
pendence it was the duty of the Government 
to confine its initial steps very largely to the 
festering of that industry. During the last 
two ey the Government had purchased 
one-third of the total land of the Tree State 
on terms far more favourable to the farmers 
than was ever contemplated in pre-war 
days. It had taken steps to improve the 
cattle and pigs. It had spent very consider- 
able sums on the improvement of drainage, 
and had handed over the huge sum cf 
£600,000 towards the relief of the agricul- 
tural rate. It had seen to it that whatever 
the country exported in the way of butter 
and eggs should be exported in the best 
possible manner. Finally, during the past 
few weeks the Government had taken a most 
important step in the passing of the Agricul- 
tural Credits Bill. 

HELP FOR FARMERS. 

That bill was about to do for the Irish 
farmer what the most progressive Govern- 
ments in the world had done for their 
farmers in providing an elastic currency and 
ss system which would respond to the 
particular needs of the farming community, 
and which would provide loans at a rate of 
interest which would enable the recipients to 
utilise that money to advantage. hat was 
a programme for agriculture which no Go- 
vernment could fail to be proud of, 

He had heard urban people say that these 
credits would be used by co-operative 
creamery societies in competition with shop- 
keepers to the disadvantage of the latter. 
There was no such intention on the part of 
the |framers of the Act. (Loud applause.) 
They could take it from him that urban 
people had nothing to fear from the opera- 
tion of the bill. 

The Waterford Margarine Factory was to 
be shut down. He had already expressed 
his views in’ regard to the steps which he 
believed shduld be taken to save that in- 
dustry, and he had expressed them in a very 
emphatic manner. He did not wish to be a 
prophet in those matters, but it would sur- 
prise him very much if they had not the 
margarine factory going in Waterford again 
in a much bigger way than it had hitherto 
been. (Loud applause.) They had another 
factory in Waterford which was also in 
jeopardy—the bacon factory. He could not 
say whether that had been shut down 
altogther, but he did say that if the people of 
the country only determined that the three 
million pounds which they annually exported 
for Chinese and American bacon should be 
retained and spent in purchase of Irish bacon 
there would be several factories in Waterford. 
(Applause.) He was glad to observe that 
their boot factory was doing very well. 

- THE OTHER ARM. 

Agriculture was not sufficient in itself. If 
they had not the other arm, the big far- 
reaching arm that provided industry they 
would not get anywhere. During the past 
three years the Government had not been un- 
mindful of the necessity of money in the in- 
dustrial direction, He was now satisfied that 
thé Government, which had been carefully 
laying the basis of an industrial structure during 
the past three or four years was going to 
concentrate vigorously and determinedly on 
building up industries in the Free State u 
people were good enough to return the Go- 
vernment party to power in the coming elec- 
tion. But as President Cosgrave had said 
recently, industrial development alone was 
not sufficient—that was merely one step. It 
was possible that the foreigners would freeze 
their industiies out in time. They required 
more than protection; they required State 
finance as well as State protection, parti- 
cularly as regards internal trading at present.

THE WAY TO ECONOMIC RUIN. 

Proíessor O'Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion, and Messrs. Finian Lynch, Minister for 
Fisheries; James Crowley, T.D.; Thomas 
Dennehy, and Florence Harty, the five Go- 
vernment candidates for Kerry, addressed 
representative meetings at Knocknogoshel 
and Brosna, East Kerry, yesterday.

The Minister for Education dealt ex- 
haustively with the work done by the Go- 
vernment, starting with restoration of peace 
and the work of reconstructing and building 
up the country, which was the next essen- 
tial to the establishing of peace. Where 
others had destroyed, or criticised and 
talked, the Government had worked and 
built up. 

It was one thing to say that work should 
be found for everybody willing to work, but, 
unfortunately, the important factor was 
left out—how these, men proposed to 
provide that work. By restoring peace and 
helping to build up the country economically 
the Government had done more than anybody 
opposed to it to cope with the unemployment 
problem, He reminded them that if they

A number of new names for old road 
recommended to last Saturday's son moil the 
Dublin City Commissioners by Mr. Seumas 
Murphy, who presided, and ‘were adopted, 
They are all in the Keogh square area, and 
include Connolly road, Bullin road, and 
Southern Cress avenue: the last-named two 
are being so titled in honour of the late Senor 
Bulfin, editor of the Southern Cross, Buenvs 
Aires, who was a contributor to Arthur 
Griffith’s paper, the United Irishman, about 
a quarter of a century ago, and who wrote a 
b of descriptive sketches entitled 

Rambles in Eirinn.” The approach to 
Broadstone Railway Station is to be called 
“The Western Way ” in future. 

On the motion of Commissioner Dr. 
Dwyer, it was decided to lease the recreation 
buildings in Keogh square to the Roman 
Catholic Diocesan Trustees for £500 for school 
purposes, 

_A report was adopted in which Commis- 
sioner Murphy recommended the widening of 
Mount Prospect avenue between the coast 
road and Raheny passage at a cost of £3,500. 
It was stated that this would transform what 
was more or less a country lane into a carriage 
way, twenty feet in width, with a footpath 
ten feet wide and a grass margin about six 
feet wide. Residents in the road had conceded 
sufficient land to enable the scheme to be 
undertaken.

PETROL PUMPS IN DUBLIN STREETS. 

Commissioner Murphy reported that in a 
peeveiene report he recommended that the 
icence in the case of sixteen kerbside petrol 
ne Should not be renewed after the 26th 
March last. 

‘This decision,” said Mr. Mur 
arrived at after full and prolonge inyestiga- 
tion into the whole question of the erection of 
petrol pumps on the public streets; The 
pumps in question had been erected by per- 
mission of the Corporation prior to the Com- 
missioners’ appointment. JI could not find 
that at the time there was any legislative 
sanction for such a concegsion.”’ 

From observation by him and the Town 
Clerk when visiting British cities, and from 
personal inquiries made from the local autho- 
rities, he ascertained that petrol pumps were 
not allowed on the public footways there. The 
same applied to various Continental cities 
which he had visited. A conference held by 
the Ministry of Transport in England some 
time ago which dealt inter alia with this 
question of petrol pumps decided. against their 
being allowed on the public footways. 

THE CITIZENS’ INTERESTS. 

In ordering the removal of these pumps, he 
considered that the motor dealers had no 
more right than other classes of traders to 
utilise the public streets for private trading. 
He looked on the matter from the standpoint 
of the citizens’ interests as a whole, and his 
decision was based on the whole scheme that 
has heen generally outlined for the improve- 
ment of the city, : 

Considerable trouble has been taken in pre- 
paring a plan showing such obstructions and 
their effect on the amenities of the city and 
the traffic problem, As a result they had 
secured that the Corporation Electricity De- 
partment would make arrangements in regard 
to their section pillars otherwise than by plac- 
ing them on the footways. 

“An appeal against my decision 
was, however, lodged by some of the 
parties interested with the Ministry for Local 
Government and Public Health under Section 
36 (5) of the Local Government Act, 1925, and 
the Minister, whilst appreciating the efforts 
of the Commissioners to improve the general 
appearance of the city streets, decided to allow 
the appeal in each of the cases, and he ac- 
cordingly directed that the Commissioners 
issue to such persons a licence to maintain 
for the year ending 26th March, 1928, a petrol 
pump as at present existing, on the roads ad- 
joining the premises of the appellant or ap- 
pellants ''

FINANCIAL SETTLEMENT WITH 
: BRITAIN. 

Colonel Moore moved : “ That in view of the 
oe perc and complexity of the financial 
and other issues involved in the agreement 
hetween Saorstat Eireann and Great Britain 
for the adjustment of their mutual debts, the 
Seanad 1s of opinion that the information 
contained in the White Paper entitled Heads

INSTITUTE OF CLEANSING 
SUPERINTENDENTS.

PROGRAMME FOR COMING 
VISIT TO DUBLIN. 


Next month, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the organisation, the Institute of 
Cleansing Superintendents will hold its annual 
conference in Dublin. Composed of muni- 
cipal officers whose duties lie in the direction 
of the control of the public cleansing services, 
the Institute was founded in 1898 and incor- 
porated in 1907. The decision to hold the 
1927 conference in Dublin is the result of an 
invitation extended to the Institute by Mr. 
Commissioner Murphy at last years con- 
ference in Birmingham, where he read a paper 
on the history of municipal cleansing in the 
Irish capital. 

The conference affords opportunities for re- 
presentatives and officers of public authorities 
to meet and discuss the many problems that 
arise in connection with public cleansing work 
on its administrative side. Important papers 
will be read at the forthcoming meetings, and 
there will be a demenstration of the latest 
mechanical appliances used in the work of 
public cleansing in St. Stephen's Green, 
South, on the morning of the opening day of 
the conference, Monday, June 13. At 2.15 p.m. 
on the date mentioned the General Purposes 
Committee of the Institute will meet in the 
Mansion House, where later in the afternoon 
meetings of the Examination Board and the 
Council will be held. _ The annual general 
meeting will take place there at 4.50 p.m. 

The official opening of the annual conference 
takes place in the Mansion House at 10 
o'clock on the following morning, when the 
new President, Mr. James Jackeon, .B.E.. 
M.1.C.8.,. M.R.S.1., A.M.Inst.T., Salvage 
Superintendent, Birmingham, will be duly 
elected 

President Cosgrave will extend an official 
welcome to the delegates at 10.20. after which 
the President of the Institute will deliver his 
address, and Dr. R. P. McDonnell, of the 
Ministry for Local Government and Public 
Health, will read a paper on ‘‘ Public Cleans- 
ing in Relation to Public Health.” In the 
afternoon there will be visits to the Elec- 
tricity Works, the Main Drainage Works and 
the Marino housing estate, At the last-men- 
tioned place there will be another inspection 
of cleansing apparatus. By invitation of the 
President and Council of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce, the delegates will attend a 
dinner, concert and dance at the Mansion 
House at 7.30 on Tuesday evening. i 

Wednesday morning will be taken up with 
the further business of the conference, while 
the afternoon’s programme consists of a 
cruise in Dublin Bay on the ss,. Lady Limerick, 
at the invitation of the British and Irish 
Steam Packet Company. At 7.30 the annual 
dinner takes place in the Mansion House.

Last Saturday’s attendance at Balls- 
bridge Showyard was 5,449 better than on 
the closing day of the Royal Dublin 
Society’s Spring Show last year. The 


figures are :—

The grand total for this» year stands 
at 79,052, or 8,739 more than last year, 
when the total amounted to 70,313, a 
really remarkable figure for our national 
agricultural show. There can be no doubt 
that this gratifying result is largely due 
to the wider appeal which the Spring 
Show makes under the new policy of the 
Royal Dublin Society. 

IRISH PEDIGREE STOCK. 

The Dublin Spring Show is now regarded 
in the’ country with almost the same degree 
of popular favour as the Horse Show, while, 
at the same time, it indicates to the world 
what Ireland is capable of producing in the 
way of pedigree stock, large and small. 
While due attention must be given to cattle, 
sheep and pigs, undoubtedly the time has 
now come when more time and money must 
be devoted to poultry-keeping, and to the 
breeding of rabbits for wool and fur. —In 
each of these small live stock industries there 
is a mine of wealth for those who will give 
them proper attention. 

A striking example of the results to be 
obtained from selective breeding and the 
grading of poultry was afforded at the Show 
by a pen of White Wyandottes, which has 
sat up a world’s egg record for the breed— 
the average “per bird leing 275.3 eggs for 
52 weeks. These birds were in evidence in 
the educational exhibit of the Department 
of Agriculture; and proved that the material 
is available for raising the standard of egg- 
production, just as it is available to increase 
the milk yield. of our dair, stock. 

* A COMPARISON. 

Returning to the attendances, it may be of 
interest to compare them with those of the 
Horse Show for corresponding periods over 
a series of vears.

THE TRADE COMPETITIONS. 


Climatic conditions on Saturday were not 
but people who had the afternoon off were 
not afraid of showers, and consequently the 
trade turn-outs, hackney car and jumping 
competitions, were watched by a very large 
gathering. The trade turn-outs were espe- 
cially good, and Mr. John Whitaker and Mr, 
Justice Wylie, who adjudicated, had a diff. 
cult task in making their awards. Fach 
turn-out was judged on a scale of points, 
the horse counting £9 per cent., vehicle 25, 
harness 15, and driver 10. In several of the 
classes the jadges declared that the vehicles 
and appointments were so excellent that the 
maximum number of marks was given, the 
final placings depending solely on the quality 
of the horses. Mr. Whitaker, who came 
from Lancashire, stated that, in his ex- 
yerience as a judge in various parts of the 
British Isles, he had never seen a finer dis- 
play por such marvellous competition. 

On Saturday, as on every day of the week, 
the spacious mew Anglesea Siand, with sat- 
ing accommodation, for 2,500 people, was well 
patronised, the low price of admission being 
undoubtedly an attraction to the public, e: pe- 
cially where there were family parties. By 
next year’s Spring Show this stand will pro- 
bably be extended, so as to accommodate at 
least 7,000 people. | 

The trafic arrangements on this occasion 
reduced any element of danger to pedestrians 
arriving at the showyard to a minimum. The 
arrangements were ‘n charge of Superinten- 
dent Walsh, Inspectors O'Neill and Brennan, 
and Sergeant Fagan, of the Civic Guard. In 
consequence of the re-arrangement of the 
traffic, and a change in the: position of the 
turnstiles, there was no congestion at the 
entrance at any time, and a remarkable fea- 
ture was that the turnstiles on the Kingstown 
side of the entrance were more largely used 
than those on the city side. 


VISITORS FROM INDIA. 


Among Saturday's visitors were the Hou. 
V. J. Patell, M.L.A., President of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of India, with two Indian 
friends. They were accompanied by Mr. 
O'Sullivan, Clerk to the Free State Senate, 
and were received on behalf of the Royal 
Dublin Society by Mr. Bertram |. Barton 
and Mr. E. Bohane, who conducted them 
over the premises. ‘They were first brought 
to the Governor-General's Box, over which 
the Free State flag was flying, and witnessed 
the champion jumping competition and a 
sheep dog demonstration,. The latter event 
was regarded with close attention, as there 1s 
nothing of the same kind in India. On leav- 
ing the jumping enclosure the visitors asked 
if there was an educational sectional, and on 
being told of the Department’s display ex- 
pressed a desire to see it. The object of the 
arty's visit to the British Isles is to study 
Sicleniioter procedure, educational 
methods, aud the principal industries, The 
Department's exhibit was, therefore, of spe- 
cial interest, each of the sections visited being 
explained by Dr. Hinchcliff and other senior 
officers. The information obtained was greatly 
appreciated by Mr. Patell, who regretted 
that he had been unable to spend the whole 
day. 

Ápart from the usual show activities, Balls- 
bridge was the venue during the week for no 
fewer than 24 meetings in connection with 
some branch of agriculture. Most of these 
meetings were private,

Morals in Ireland, 
Verona, famous in letters, may become 
famous in morals; for it has declared war 
on the audacity of female fashions. The: 


| cause has united Fascist officials, digni- 


taries of the Church, artists and writers. 
As every student of history knows, the war 
between the Churches and fashion has been 
waged for centuries, but always with the 
same result. To-day in the most Roman 
Catholic countries—in Italy, Spain and 
Ireland, for instance—not less than in 
France, England and the United States, 


an extreme scantiness is the note 
of feminine fashion. As a British 
Minister said some days ago, the 


stylishly attired woman’s evening dress is 
now the product of a single silk-worm. 
The appealing 
not. only. to the moral sense, but to the 
constructive and acquisitive instinct, of 
Italy’s womankind. Its effort includes a 
fortnightly magazine, a rivalry among 
Italian artists for the best model of a new 
fashion, a referendum and a congress of 
dressmakers ; and much is expected from a 
prize competition among unmarried women 
of eighteen years and upwards. The Milan 
Correspondent of The Times computes 
that there are three million women candi- 
dates for wedlock in Italy. ' All these are 
invited to send to the committee a pledge 
of modesty in dress and two numbers on a 
postcard. The candidate whose chosen 
numbers appear, next December, in the 
last drawing of tlie State: lottery will 
receive a trousseau, a double bedroom, 
and 5,000 lire for the honeymoon—every- 
thing, in fact, save a husband. 

' Our criticism of all attempts to improve 
public morals by exhortation, and by such 
devices as those which the Verona com- 
mittee has adopted, is that they begin at 
the wrong end. During recent years many 
severe things. have been said about the 
decline of morality in Ireland. Annually, 
since the Free State came into being, 
Lenten Pastorals have denounced not only 
immodesty in dress, but the increase of 
drinking habits among the young, their 
growing extravagance and addiction to 
dancing and other amusements, We have 
ventured to say more than once that the 
picture has been overdrawn—coloured, 
perhaps, by the Church’s stern tradition 
in these matters since the days of the early 
Fathers. Nevertheless, the most.easy-going 
of Irishmen must admit a large element of 
truth in the bishops’ indictment. Parents, 
teachers and employers, as well as the 
clergy, are forced to complain daily of the 
rising generation 's fall from manners, its 
extravagance in dress, its slackness in 
business and its desire to have “ a good 
time” at almost any cost. We fear, 
however, that these faults will not be 
corrected from the pulpit; for they have

their roots in character, and character is. 


Parents lament the ‘decline of the virtue of 
obedience, but what trouble do they take 
nowadays to enforce it? What supervision 
do they exercise over their children’s hours 
of leisure and their choice of companions? 
In former days manners—not artificial, 
but natural and really good, manners— 
were taught, by example and precept, in 
the national schools. They have no place 
in the modern curriculum, which is so 
much over-crowded with book-subjects that 
the panting teacher toils after it in 
vain. ; 

In effect, every indictment of our young 
people’s morals and manners is an indict- 
ment of their home-life and of the national 
system of education. We confess that the 
influence of fashion is unfathomable; the 
facts of-all ages seem to establish its un- 
reasoning sway. Yet we remain convinced 
that, even for the sake of fashion, no woman 
who is modest by nature and upbringing 
would dress immodestly; and we are sure 
that. no decently bred girl, from the 
humblest cottage, would dance or drink 
into the small hours with casual acguaint- 
ances. Another example of attempted 
reform from the wrong end may be seen 
in the effort to prevent by force the read- 
ing of certain newspapers in the Free 
State. On several occasions recently 
persons, assuming, with no. authority 
save their own, the office of censor, have 
seized and burned parcels of these papers. 
The performance is doubly injurious, In 
the first place, as a violent, and hitherto 
unpunished, breach of the law, it brings 
the law into contempt. In the next place, 
it fills the self-appointed censors with a 
wholly unwarranted sense of righteousness, 
which is very bad for their souls. If 
these English newspapers deserve sup- 
pression in the Free State, they ought to 
be suppressed by act of law; but, in our 
view, that course would: leave the evil 
untouched. The true remedy .is to be 
found, not in suppression, but in educa- 
tion. If our young men and young 
women. have such sordid taste that they 
like to read stories of lust and murder, 
here again their parents and their schools 
are the chief offenders. Clearly, these 
young persons have been ‘‘ dragged up”’ 
rather than “ brought up.’’ . The harvest 
of a quiet eye is unknown to them; they 
are in perpetual flight from the emptiness 
of their own minds. Such a fugitive 
from himself is a more tragic figure than 
an emigrant. Let us begin, then, to 
reform Ireland in the home and in the 
school. 


Herculaneum. 


Signor Mussolini’s decision to proceed 
with the excavations at Herculaneum, 
formerly abandoned because of their cost 
and difficulty, is typical of the man, and 
will place every. good European under an 
obligation to him. The discoveries. at 
Pompeii, in the last century made a 
profound stir, and led to an increase of 
interest, generally in the civilisation of 
ancient’ Rome, of which modern Italy now 
claims to be more than: geographically 
the successor. Pompeii was a commercial 
town, but Herculaneum was the resort of 
wealthy patricians and scholars, who lived 
in magnificent villas among the finest 
artistic evidences of Greek and Latin 
culture. On that-fearful day in 79 A.D., 
when lava and hot ashes descended on 
the fown, no time was given to the in- 
habitants to save any of their belongings. 
The Rome Correspondent of the Observer 
remarks that the torrents from successive 
eruptions enclosed the town in a kind 
of matrix, in such a way as to give every 
hope that most of the works of art have 
been preserved—the marbles not calcined, 
and the outlines and surfaces of the 
statues exactly as they were left by the 
artists. Is it too much to expect that 
the library of a Roman scholar will come 
to light—perhaps that of the elder Pliny— 
and that time and Vesuvius may have 
spared it. Íor modern eyes? The famous 
description of the disaster by Pliny the 
younger, then a youth of eighteen, may 
be recalled. The uncle, who was in 
command of the fleet at Misenum, died, 
stifled by the fumes because he insisted 
on making a scientific study ,at first 
hand of an astonishing phenomenon. 
To-day the King of Italy will preside at 
the re-opening of the excavations, this 
time, no doubt, to be carried t a success- 
ful conclusion. The researches previously 
made have given most. promising results. 
The House of Argus, with its beautiful 
peristyle, and several other important 
buildings were discovered in the reign 
of King Victor’s grandfather in 1875. 
Examples of many things in daily use 
have been found—such as styles for 
writing, a stove, pitchers and some 
theatre tickets, fishing nets and remains 
of food. The statues and frescoes already 
reclaimed, most of which are preserved 
in the Museum at Naples, make possible 
a reconstruction, in some measure, of 
the life lived by the old inhabitants. Her 
rich citizens seem to- have delighted in 
making Herculaneum the centre of a 
noble civilisation and worthy of her sur- 
passingly beautiful, if perilous, situation. 
It would be a mistake to expect quick or 
dramatic results in this kind of work. 
There is little doubt, however, that the 
outcome ' will justify the labour and 
expense incurred. The expected presence 
of a large number of foreign archeologists 
and journalists at the inauguration testifies 
the widespread appreciation of Signor 
Mussolini’s respect for a great tradition 
in the life of Europe and America.

Chautauqua. 


“fast people on this side of the Atlantic 
would have to confess themselves 
“stumped” if they were asked suddenly, 
“What is a Chautauqua?” Yet the 
Chautauqua, which is a sort of glorified 
Lyceum, for nearly a century has been 
one of the most popular institutions of 
the United States. It was inspired by 
Joshua Holbrook, of Connecticut, who was 
consumed with a pas@en to improve his 
fellow-men. He established a system of 
travelling entertainments, chiefly lectures, 
as a means of fostering adult education. 
Chautauquas in the villages were linked 
with those in the towns and with a 
national nisation at headquarters. At 
a time when travelling was slow, and 
communities in the United States were 


| separated widely in distance, they “caught 


; 
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théir popularity until the present day. 
Now, however, according to the American 
Bookman, they are going out of fashion. 
Wireless “talks” supply the “ uplift”’ 
required by the Middle West, and it is 
dificult to secure guarantors for the 
expenses of highly-paid entertainers. This 
may be a serious blow to the “ lecture 
tour,’ from which so many eminent 
Europeans have derived a rich harvest ; 
but, in spite of the financial rewards, it 
is doubtful if distinguished statesmen and 
men of letters look back on their 
experience of Lyceums and Chautauquas 
in the United States with. much pleasure. 
In a federation of societies which extends 
to some five million people the least 
cultivated section must call the tune. 
Authorities on war finance or famous 
poets, known.only by the glamour of their 
7g % travelling from place to place with 
the utmost speed, would be expected, in 
every centre, to be bright and amusing 
and, above all, “inspirational.”  Dis- 
appointment on both sides freguently was 
the outcome of these tours, and it may be 
questioned if, since the famous visit of 
Charles Dickens to America, they have 
done much to advance either culture or 
international friendship. )

Pens and Ink. I 


and Engineering Supplement from the 
Census of Production taken in 1924 enable 
us to make some interesting deductions 
as to changes in modern habits. We are 
giving up the use of the old-fashioned pen, 
and, perhaps, in time we shall abandon 
pens altogether in favour of copying- 
machines and typewriters The value of 
pen-nibs and holders manufactured in 
Great Britain advanced only from 
£414,000 in 1907 to £542,000 in 1924, and 
of these nibs to the value of £374,000 
were exported. During the same period 
the value of gold pens produced was in- 
creased more than tenfold, and the value 
of stylographic pens leaped from £54,000 
to £300,000. Pencils, it is interesting to 
note, are used much more generally than 
formerly. The figures relating to ink 
trades showed a definite movement of 
modern business towards the use of type- 
writers and copying appliances. The pro- 
duction of printers’ ink rose from £453,000 
to £1,515,000, but that of other inks 
scarcely was doubled. Since 1907 the 
value of typewriter ribbors, carbons and 
other typewriter sundries has been 
multiplied twenty times. No separate 
figures are quoted for the production of 
quill. pens, from which we must assume 
that it is -quite negligible, if, indeed, 
they are produced at all. Perhaps, 
ultimately, the use of steel pens also will 
be regarded as hopelessly retrogressive, but 
we may hope that the art of penmanship, 
now fallen on evil days, will not become 
quite extinct. Character, it is said, can 
be told by typewriting as well as by hand- 
writing, but we doubt if a page of typing 
by Shakespeare would give quite the same 
thrill as one or two lines of his authentic 
script. The value of “other inks” in 
future Censuses of Production may 
diminish, but 1t is likely to remain a 
considerable quantity.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE HENT

The new colliery town of Aylesham, East 
Kent, which is springing up around the Snow- 
df.

The new development is being carried out 
by the Dorman Long Housing Co., Ltd., and 
houses are springing up everywhere, ‘while 
roads are being rapidly made up. Provision 
is made for shops, and a large co-operative 
society has taken a site for stores. A site 
for a hotel has been secured, and a church 
will be built. A temporary building will be 
provided for the education of the children. 

Each of the miners’ houses will be lighted 
with electricity, the current, being obtained 
from the colliery, and provision is made for 
a constant water nc There are also 
baths, with every modern convenience, and 
open spaces for recreation have not been for- 
gotten, 

The first. house was occupied by a miner 
and his family from Wigan. They came to 
the district a few months ago, and are de- 
lighted with this beautiful part of Kent. It 
is difficult, to realise that this is a colliery 
village. The contrast with mining villages in 
the midlands and the north is great indeed.

ESCAPED CONVICT 
RECAPTURED. 


EARLY. MORNING SWOOP 
JN BELFAST. 


- William Conlon, one of the four con- 

‘viets who escaped from Belfast Jail on 
Monday last, was recaptured at five 
o'clock yesterday morning in a house in 
Leeson street, Grosvenor road, a working- 
class district of Belfast. 

The police had apparently followed up 
some important clues, and a large forcs 
was sent into the district. A cordon was 
thrown around the area, and the net was 
gradually drawn tighter until the house 
where it was supposed that Conlon was 
hiding was surrounded. 

Several policemen entered the house 
without making any noise, and in a back 
room upstairs they found Conlon asleep. 
He was greatly astonished when he was 
called and saw the police standing around 
the bed. 

He dressed and was taken away so 
quietly that few people in the locality 
were aware of what had taken place. 

THE OTHER MISSING MEN. 

The escape of the four convicts a week 
ago caused a great sensation in Belfast 
and» the district, and it was generally 
assumed that they had crossed the border 
in a fast motor car. The police now hold 
the view that the other three men are 
hiding in Belfast or its vicinity, and 
they are making extensive inquiries 
throughout Northern Ireland. 

The names of the other three men are 
Francis Boyle, Hugh Rogers’ and Edward 
Thornton. . The first two and Conlon were 
undergoing a sentence of penal servitude 
for life, imposed on them by court-martial 
in- July, 1921, for the murder of William 
M‘Dowell, motor car proprietor, Gilford, 


| on the 3rd September, 1920. 


The murder took place at a lonely spot 
between Banbridge and Gilford. M‘Dowell 
was driving a man named M‘Conville, 
cashier of Messrs. Dunbar, M‘Master and 
Co., Ltd., Gilford Mill. The cashier had 
a box containing a sum of £1,300, which 
he was bringing from the bank for’ the 
payment of wages at the firm’s workshop. 
At the Assizes Conlon was described as an 
[rish-American. The case occupied five 
days, and the jury failed to agree. By 
direction of the Crown the prosecution was 
transferred to the military authorities, 
and the men were tried by general court- 
martial at Victoria Barracks on: April 
20th, 1921. 

THE REWARD. 

The fourth escaped convict, Edward 
Thornton, was sentenced to twelve years’ 
penal servitude for wounding a girl in 
a railway carriage. 

The escape from the prison was cleverly 
carried out, and it is thought that the 
men were aided by some persons outside 
the prison. ' 

A reward of £500 was offered some days 
ago for information leading to the arrest 
of the prisoners.

A STATE. BANQUET AT 

BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 

The “French President will ‘arrive in 
London this afternoon on a State visit to 
the King at Buckingham Palace.

scription of the scene will be ‘supple- 
mented by a two-minute commentary in 
French by one of the foremost announcers 
in France. The microphones will transmit, 
in addition, band and other “ effects.’’

MOSCOW'S PROTEST. 


A THREAT TO REMOVE 
TRADE. 
MOSCOW, Saturday. 

The Council of Trade and Industry of 
the Congress of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
at an extraordinary session, adopted a 
resolution declaring that the situation 
which has been created by the raid on 
the Arcos building in London gives no 
guarantee for the normal development of 
Anclo-Soviet trade relations 

“This Council,’’ continues the resolu- 
tion, “has decided to address a proposal 
to the Foreign Commissariat of Trade that 
permission be given to fransíer to other 
countries licences covering orders to the 
extent of tens of: millions of pounds 
sterling, which it was proposed to place 
in Great Britain, and that the necessary 
negotiations be immediately started with 
these countries.” 

‘The Council declares, at the same time, 
that the industry and trade of the Soviet 
Union, in spite‘of the raid, guarantee the 
fulfilment of all obligations following 
from orders placed in Great Britain, but 
deem it necessary ‘to obtain the same 
guarantees from the British firms they are 
dealing with. 

The Council also decided to request the 
Soviet-British Chamber of Commerce to 
bring it to the knowledge of the Board 
of Trade and ‘industrial circles in Great 
Britain that the representatives of Soviet 
industry and trade resolutely condemn, 
and are indignant at the raid, which will 
lead to the break up of the mutual trade 
relations established during the last few 
years.

1,000,000 ACRES BEING 
SUBMERGED.

NEW ORLEANS, Sunday. 

Thousands of people are fleéing to the 
higher lands from the Sugar Bow] district 
of Centra] Louisiana, as the flood is 
sweeping steadily southward through 
eighteen bad breaks in the Jevees. 

More than a million acres of the finest 
farm lands in Louisiana are being sub- 
merged, and more than 100,000 persons 
are menaced! 

The breaks in the dykes, it is feared, 
may assume major proportions at any 
hour, making the flood the worst in the 
history of that terirtory, and probably 
worse than it has been in any other 
section. In the newly-invaded Sugar 
Bowl zone the loss is estimated at more 
than ten million dollars. 

When the waters have reached the Gulf 
of Mexico it is estimated that more than 
a million acres of good, fertile land will 
have become nothing more than a huge, 
useless lake. 

There are no reports of any additional 
lives lost up to the present from the new 
floods, but. the waters are full of dead 
animals, drifting down the rushing 
streams, while swarms of vultures are 
settling on the tree tops, awaiting the 
retreat of,-the floods.

ATLANTIC AIRMEN 
AGAIN DELAYED. 


INAL tests on the big Hawker. Rolls- 
Royce aeroplane, in which Flight- 
Lieutenants Carr and Gilman are to 
attempt to fly non-stop to India, a distance 
of over four thousand miles, were made 
yesterday at Cranwell Aerodrome, Lincoln- 
shire. | 

The start of the great flight had been 
postponed from yesterday morning until 
to-day at 9 a.m., in order to test the 
magnetos and various navigation instru- 
ments. 

The Meteorological Office report last 
night was that favourable winds prevailed 
‘all along the route, and weather conditions 
were ideal for the attempt. 

The big machine will carry 1,100 
gallons of petrol, sufficient for a fifty 
hours flight, and fully loaded will weigd 
just under seven tons. 

Flight-Lieutenant Carr and Flight- 
Lieutenant Gilman will take turns at 
flying the machine, the cockpit being 
roomy enough to allow them to change 
places. ‘ 

They are carrying supplies of concen- 
trated food, and will eat and sleep alter- 
nately, taking eight-hour spells of duty. 

They hope to arrive over Karachi, 
India, at 2 p.m. (India time) on Wednes- 
day, thus allowing several hours of day- 
Aight to continue their flight towards 
Calcutta, if they have not used all their 
petrol. 


AMERICANS DELAYED. 


WAITING FOR THE STORMS 
TO BREAK, 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Bad weather is still delaying the three- 
cornered aerial race across the Atlantic 
to Paris. A start is unlikely to take 
place until to-morrow at the earliest, as 
the storms are reported to be getting 
worse and “orse every day.

Mr. E. R. Durnford, of Frome. Somerset. 
m a letter to The Times, writes :—I lately 
read in your paper a speech by Lord Methuen 
at Shrewton, a village near here, describing 
what he himself had seen regarding the pre 
sent condition of many. of the Irish loyalists. 
I lived myself in Ireland for several years 
before and after the war. I was a magis- 
trate all that time, and to one who knows 
the temptation that most, or nearly all, loyal- 
isis had to become disloyal Lord Methuen's 
remarks come very much home. Month after 
month 1 can recall .at Petty Sessions in the 
two.Courts I attended splendid fellows of the

IN THE NORTH 
The principal interest in the Chinese 
situation has moved from the Nationalist 
controlled Yangtse Valley in the South, 


functioning at Hankow and Nanking, to 
North China, where a struggle is be- 
ginning for the possessign of that area, 
which may have consequences similar to 
what ‘has taken place in South China 
during the past twelve months. 

The chief actors in the North China 
struggle are Feng Yuh-siang, the Christian 
General, and Marshal Chang Tso-lin, the 
Mukden war lord; who- have - measured 
swords many times in the past bistory of 
the Republic. 

The impending struggle in the North 
contains possibilities of far-reaching inter- 
national complications, since the generals 
are allegedly affiliated with antagonistié 
foreign interests, also long ‘traditional 
enemies, Japan and Russia. 


BACK FROM MOSCOW. 

Feng Yuh-siang, who was formerly a 
lieutenant of Marshal Wu Pei-fu, of the 
Chihlhi Party in recent years, has come 
under Russian influence, and in 1925 spent 
the year at Moscow engaged im intensivs 
Soviet propaganda 

Since his return from Moscow Fetig has 
been consolidating his posttion, husband- 
ing his resources, and drilling troops in 
Shenai and Kansu Trovinces, It was 
recently reported that Feng has réceived - 


from Russia, enabling him to start a move 
against Marshal Chang Tso-lin, and thus 
continuing the drive against the Northern 
militarists which: the Nationalisfs were 
forced to halt at the Yangtse River owing 
to the internal dissension in the Kuo 
mintang Party. : 

Immediately following Feng-Yuh-siang s 
return from Moscow he announced the 
affiliation with the Kuomintang Party and 
his acceptance of the Sun Yat-sen prin- 
ciples,. and was’ accordingly assigned to 
the command of the North-West army 
stationed in the Shensi and Kansu and 
Suiyuan area of Mongolia. 


MOUNTAIN PASS CAPTURED. 

Apart from consolidating his position 
in these areas, Feng maintained quiet, 
militarily speaking, excepting for a brief 
advance several months ago, which placed 
him im: possession of the mountain passes 
leading to Honan Province and connecting 
with the Western terminus of the Lunghai 
Railway, which runs trom Western Hunan 
to the sea at Haichow, Northern Kiangsu, 
and which crosses the two North and 
South railways, the Peking-Hankow line 
and the Shanghai-Tientsin line. 

According to to-day's reports from 
Hankow, Feng has occupied. Loyang, the 
old headquarters of Marshal Wu Pei-Fu, 
and is advancing rapidly towards Chen- 
chow at the junction of the Lunchai and 
Peking-Hankow Railways. : 

This will bring Feng into contact with 
the vanguard of Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s 
troops, which have advanced in recent 
weeks across the Yellow’ River. into 
Central Honan Province, with the purpose 
of attacking the Nationalist forces 
stationed at Hankow and Hupeh Province. 

The Nationalist General, Tang Shen-tse. 
stationed at Hankow, is supposed to be 
In co-operation with Feng. 


ONE OF THE OLD SCHOOL. 
Turning to the other actor, Marsha! 
Chang Tso-lin, he is the sole remaining 
example of the old military system. He 
is now. cornered in (Chihli Province. 
Manchuria, making a last stand against 
what he publicly terms the forces of 
Bolshevism, but which the Chinese cener- 
allv term 'the Nationalist movement. 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, who got his 
start as a bandit leader, has long heen 
amenable to Japanese influence, and an 
unquestioned recipient of past Japanese 
finance and munitions Two years ago, 
when Chang Tso-lin’s position was 
threatened by a revolt led by some of his 
officers, Chang Tso-lin undoubtedly was 
saved by Japanese intervention. 
Although sorely shaken by the result: 
of the revolt, which was led br Kuo 
Sung-lin, Marshal Chang Tso-lin, through 
the help of his lieutenant, Chang Tsune 
Chang, Tupan of Shantung Province, was 
able to stage a return blow. and drave 
Feng Yuh-siang out of Peking and into 
Mongolia, from whence Feng retreated 
into Kansu and Shensi Provinces. 


JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 

That Japan and Russia are vitally 
interested in the coming struggle “is 
pbvious, since the outcome is likely to 
affect the position of the two countries in 
Manchuria and Mongolia. That Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin is violently anti-Russian. is 
indicated in his interference with the 
Russian controlled Chinese: Eastern Rail.

SEVEN YEARS’ COURTSHIP. 

Dorothy Osborne was born three hundred 
years ago; it is two hundred and thirty-two 
years since she died. She fell in love with 
Sir William a wher she was twenty-one. 
Their courtship lasted seven years, and was 
carried on in the face of many trials and 
much family opposition. When at last all 
these were ended and the date of their 
wedding was finally fixed, she lost her beauty 
through smallpox; but love triumphed. She 
married the man of her choice; and with her 
marriage her individuality was eclipsed by 
that of her husband, and she, as it were, 
disappears from the stage. Those who wish 
to know something about the husband will 
find full details in Macaulay’s essay and Mr. 
Courtenay’s life. Suffice it that Sir William 
Temple was a famous British Minister, and 
towards the close of his life, from 1689 to 
1699, had for his secretary a young man 
named Jonathan Swift, who later on would 
he heard of in no uncertain way. lt was in 
Temple's house, Chicksands, that this young 
Swift taught love, as well as more prosaic 
things, to her called Stella, and we may, 
without over-sentimentalising, indulge the 
fancy that Dorothy Temple, then in the even- 
ing of her days, remembered her own court- 
ship sufticiently well to note the signs of 
dawning affection between these two young 
people, whose after story remains one of the 
tantalising mysteries of literature. 

What was it that enabled Dorothy’s name 
to defy the passing centuries? A bundle of 
letters written during two of the seven years 


they would ever be read by anyone save him 
to whom they were addressed, and without 
the least suspicion that one day they would 
get into print. 

Before we make a few short extracts from 
them, let us take a very brief glance at the 
lady herself and her circumstances. ‘‘ Hand- 
some, vivacious, tender’’—thus she is de- 
scribed, and her letters certainly reveal a 
very affectionate, and withal lively, nature. 
That she had good looks as well seems to be 
indicated by the number of men of position 
that. paid her court with serious intentions.

APPEAL AGAINST VALUATION. 


Interesting evidence was given at Dundalk 
Cireyit Court on last Saturday, when the 
entire day was occupied in the hearing of an 
appeal by the Dundalk Gas Company against 
a valuation of £965 on their premises in 
Bridge street. 

Mr. Price, K.C., in opening for the Gas 
Company, said that the electricity works in 
Dundalk were owned by the Dundalk Urban 
Council, who had done everything they pos- 
sibly could to prevent the Gas Company 
from expending in legitimate competition. 

Judge Doyle said that this was a serious 
charge to make. 

Mr. Price said that the artisans’ dwellings 
in Dundalk, which were owned by the Urban 
Council, on several occasions desired to instal 
gas for cooking and lighting. In 1915 they 
were prohibited from taking in gas. As a 
great concession they were allowed gas for 
but no artisan was allowed to have 
ht. In addition the Great Northern 
Railway Company had got a stringent con- 
tract with the Urban Coyncil, by which they 
wére prohibited from taking in gas for light- 
ing or power. The electricity departinent 
was. rated at £440, while the Ga pany 
had been suddenly raised to £0965. 

Expert evidence given for the company 
showed that a fair rateable valuation for the 
premises would be £315. 


LESS GAS. 


Mr. Airth, Manager of the Gas Company, 
stated that there had been a drop of 23 per 
cent. in the amount of gas manufactured in 
1925 as compared with 1911, while £4,000 ex- 
ded on the mains to the Great Northern 
ilway was Virtually useless, owing to the 
contract which the railway company had with 
the Urban Council, preventing them má wp 
ing gas to the company until the latter 
eonsumed a certain amount of electricity. In 
the past three years £9,000 had been spent 
in putting in new retorts at the gas works. 

. Mr. Airth added that there was no ani- 
y between the Gas Company and the 
electricity départment; but he hdd to make 
his case against preferential treatment. 
Expert evidence for the Valuation Commis- 
sioners was to the effect that the valuation 
was fair, and that the increase was justified 
by the improvements which had been effected.

1.F.A., shalt baye no power 
to abridge, suspend, or tacitly acQuiesce in any 
breach of this article, and any club or: playcr 
violating ee of this article shall, ipso facto,
